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PRIVATE NONINSURED PENSION FUNDS, 1972 
(Preliminary) 


Total assets of private noninsured pension funds 1/ amounted to $114.3 
billion at book value and $150.0 billion at market value on December 31, 
1972. During 1972 the book value of total assets held by these pension 
funds increased $7.9 billion or 7.4 percent. This rate of growth compares 
to 9.7 percent in 1971 and 7.1 percent in 1970. Over the last ten years, 
the average rate of growth was 10.6 percent. 


For the last two years, common stockholdings (book value) have experi- 
enced greater growth than occurred in the book value of total assets. The 
book value of common stockholdings increased $9.6 billion last year, $1.7 
billion more than the change in the book value of total assets; in 1971 
common stockholdings increased $11.0 billion, or $1.6 billion more than 
total assets. 2/ Holdings of all other categories of assets, except cash 
and deposits and U. S. Government securities, showed a net decline over 
the last two years.

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Table 1 details the book value of private noninsured pension fund 
assets since 1950 and their market value since 1955. At the end of 1972, 
the market value was 31.2 percent greater than the book value; in 1971 

the market value exceeded book value by only 19.2 percent. Most of this 
increase may be ascribed to rising common stock prices.

The combined assets of private and public pension funds totaled 
$314.7 billion at the close of calendar year 1972. Included in this Tc 
figure are the assets of private pension plans (both insured and non- 
insured), state and local government retirement funds, and pension Pp 
funds administered by the U. S. Government. (See Table 3.)

Of the $166.5 billion in private pension fund assets at the end of 
1972, insured pension reserves were estimated to be $52.2 billion at 
statement value. 3/ Approximately $2.8 billion of the $5.8 billion 
increase in insured pension reserves was attributable to the growth of 
separate accounts established by insurance companies specifically for 
the investment of pension fund monies. At yearend 1972, these separate 
accounts held around $9.9 billion in assets. 


























Assets of public pension funds increased from $135.9 billion in 
1971 to $148.2 billion in 1972. Pension funds administered by the 
U. S. Government, which are invested almost entirely in U. S. Treasury 
securities, increased their holdings only 7.0 percent during 1972 to 
$76.1 billion at yearend. In contrast, assets of state and local 
government retirement funds increased 11.3 percent to $72.1 billion. 
The table below shows the growth and distribution of state and local 
retirement fund assets since 1968. 


In 1972 state and local retirement funds increased their holdings 
of corporate and other bonds 13.8 percent to $41.2 billion and their 
holdings of common and preferred stock 26.8 percent to $14.2 billion. 
Holdings of U. S. Government securities, municipal bonds, and mortgages 
declined.
